It is evident from the attempt to make

'Tribune, from which he quotes, and then 
addn a garbled appendix which never 
appeared in any report, and the Globe- 
Democrat from which we quoted. 
Tbe 


associated press sent out a report to the 
afternoon papers, published the day 
before the morning papers were published, 
and before the vote was taken in relation 
to woman suffrage by the convention. 
This report was published in all the 
afternoon papers that take the associated 
press report. Among these papers is tbe 
Chicago Evening Journal. That report 
is SB follows as published in the Journal: 


The sab-oomtnittee "of the committee 


on resolutions was in session alt night, 
the fight being on the proposition favor- 
ing woman suffrage, which was intro- 
duced by Dr. Blakewell of Boston iu the 
convention yesterday. George Prince of 
Qaleaborg, 111., made a stand against the 
resolution and won, on the ground that 
it was not a question for the league to 
decide, bat was a matter that properly 
belonged to the National Republican 
convention, and that for the league to 
adopt such a resolution would result in 
serious injury to it. .The sub-oommlttee 
therefore decided to report it to the full 
committee with an unfavorable recom- 
mendation. This morning the whole 
committee sustained the action of its 
sub-committee, and it will go into the 
convention unfavorably recommended. 


The committee after coming to tbis 


conclusion adopted tbe following resolu- 
tion, with which Mrs, Foster had nothing 
to do, notwithstanding the discovery 
mtide on Prairie street that she had, and 
wtiioh in no sense is sn attempt to com- 
mit the party to woman raff rage: 


We recommend to the favorable oo;> 
aideration of tbe Bepublioan clubs of the 


I United States, as a matter of education, 
thii question of granting to the women of 


^. they wet* opposed to tbe 
adopting anything OB that sub- 


JSt. 
TMM faot» put this matter beyond 


tbe Hoe of further cavil. We feel lia» 
.pologizing to our readers for referring 
to the matter at all, but we could hardly 
be excused were we to allow euoh design- 
ing people ae the interviewerto go abont 
Zwpn-enting political facts without 
exposing them. H we were to allow thni 
falsehood to pass now unchallenged, and 
the next Bepnblioan state or national 
convention did not«dopt a woman snff- 
lage plank, this same fetoifler would go 
abont theetreets declaring that the party 
bad gone back upon its own declarations 
expressed at Louisville in 1893. 
State Rights »nd the World's Fear. 


A conflict between the local board of 


world's fair directors and the national 
commission seems altofrether.likely con 
oerning the opening of the f »ir Sundays 
The world's fair directors having decided 
to open the grounds to the public on 
Sunday, the national world's fair com- 
mission announces that the government 
will not allow the grounds to be so 
opened and if necessary tbe regular army 
will be brought into requisition to pre- 
vent it. The first commissioner to make 
this announcement was den. St. Olair of 
West Virginia. Gen. Bt. Olair says 
President Cleveland can call upon the 
army, and he will doit if the commission 
should think it neoeasury. These disa- 
greement! present another condition, 
namely: a conflict between state and 
national authority with a Democratic 
southerner and a Democratic president 
aeserting the nation's power ae against 
the power of the state. This was the 
rock upon which John M. Palmer dashed 
his Bepublioan brains out in 1870 when 
the government sought to protect the 
people of Chicago when Chicago was un- 
able to protect herself. Can it be possi- 
ble that John M. Palmer can ait by and 
eee Orover Cleveland interfere with the 
lights of this state ani not even make a 
protest? These are events which the 
people may watch with interest.

KouQHTOir, Mich., May IS.—Ten tlm- 


bermenwere dashed to pieces in Bed 
Jacket perpendicular shaft of the Calu- 
met & Hecla mine at noon yesterday. 
The miners were coming up in the cage 
to dinner, and the engineer hoisted "the 
cage against the timber* of the shaft 
when the coupling 'pin broke and the 
men and cage .dashed downward over 
8,000 feet to the bottom. 


The wife of one of the men was at 


at the mouth of the shaft with her hus- 
band's dinner and saw the car contain- 
ing htm reach the top and then drop 
when the rope broke. 


Yesterday's accident is the worst 


which has ever happened in the Calu 
met & Hecla mine and the excitemenl 
in the city is intense. Thousands o: 
people have visited the shaft where the 
horror occurred, and many pitifu' 
scenes have been witnessed there. 


Most of the ill-fated men had fami 


lies and when the first rumor of thi 
awful accident spread, wifes and chil 
dren hastened to the scene, hoping 
that the report had been false, bu 
finding instead that it was only too 
true, and that many of them were 
Widows or orphans. 


None of the bodies have been recov 


•red as yet, as to get to them require 
a trip down another shaft, and then a 
walk of considerable distance on one 
of the levels. It is expected, however 
that all of the bodies will be recoverec 
early this morning.

COLUMBIA, 8. C., May 15.—Althoajh 


st flrst glance the popular excitement 
aroused by the lynching; of the negro 
Peterson at Denmark, in this state, ap- 
pears to have subsided, to the skilled 
observer of public affairs it is plainly 
evident that beneath the surface there 
are strong currents of bitter feeling at 
work that will not come to rest until 
they have wrought marked changes in 
the very substratem of politics in the 
Palmetto state and, by sympathetic ac- 
tion, in the whole of the Mauk belt of 
the south. Public meetings to voico 
the opinions of localities upon this case 
have ceased. But it has by no menus 
dropped out of public attention and 
there is a feeling of disquiet evident on 
all sides. 


Wherever a group of negroes are 


seen together, the chances are ten to 
one that they are talking about the 
Denmark affair, and an ominous saying 
is that they do not talk with the white 
people about it, for heretofore they 
have been free to complain to that ele- 
ment in the community when they felt 
that they hod cause. 


There is a division of feeling among 


the whites, but it is by no means an 
even division. The most influential 
newspapers in the state have, with 
practical unanimity, condemned tha 
lynching, and more strongly still the 
white citizens who informally were 
present at the meetings, held up the 
hands of the lynchera and denounced 
the people who stigmatized the lynch- 
ing as a murder. 


But, notwithstanding these utter- 


ances by the newspapers, there Is rea- 
son to believe that they do not repre- 
sent the feelings of their readers. A 
email element among the white popu- 
lation boldly declare that Peterson 
was guilty of the foul crime which no 
southern man would hesitate to pun- 
ish by lynch law. Bnt a much larger 
element, accepting the positive testi- 
mony of the girl who was the victim of 
the outrage to the fact that Peterson 
was not her assailant, and his strong 
alibi, are nevertheless of the opinion 
that an example was necessary to se- 
cure the safety of their families, and so 
sanction, the sacrifice of the negro's 
life. 


Pitted against these two elements, 


and in the minority so far as closa in- 
quiry can discern, are the white men 
who contend for strict justice; for. ob- 
servance of the forms of law, and who 
desire to foster the development of the 
natural resources of the state by as- 
suring the safety of the investment of 
capital. 


Though the feeling is bitter it is not 


to be understood that there is immi- 
nent danger of a war of races. The 
negroes are acting with prudence and 
are discussing the affair calmly but 
earnestly. They have abandoned hope 
of outside interference and are becom- 
ing self-reliant. Amongst other pro- 
jects they are discussing emigration. 
But faith in this is confined to a com- 
paratively small proportion of the ne- 
groes, and that is largely made up 
of 
the 
lowest 
element 
among 


them 
Very many have become 


possessed 
of 
small 
holdings 
of 


lands and others earn, good wages 
as carpenters and artisians of various 
classes. They have local attachments 
and interests that they cannot disre- 
gard, and as they include in their ranks 
the intelligence of the negroes, they 
are able to influence the entire mass. 
For the same reasons they advise 
against violence, which would precipi- 
tate a race war resulting almost in ex- 
termination. But they do mean to use 
their power and their resources of 
brain and sinew in politics on a scale 
that they have never before attempted, 
and that is what the negroes are 
privately discussing just now. Here- 
after national issues are to be noth- 
ing 
to them if the 
leaders pre- 


vail, for they 
are 
looking 
after 


their own protection. 
The alliance 


doctrine and the new liquor dispensary 
law have caused chisms amonffst the 
whites; but negroes care little or noth- 
ing for any of these issues. They are 
free to vote for 'any element—straight- 
out, alliance or compromise, that will 
do the best for them. 


S8 the political future of the state is 


troubled and uncertain of prediction if 
the best element amongst the negroes 
obtains control, and if it does not, then 
the very social structure is in danger, 
for the Denmark lynching will doom 
It.

with the ship Countess Evelyn, bound 
with passengers and iron ore from Bil- 
bao, Spain, to Newport, Wales.

Benjamin Harrison 
and Mr. John Wanamaker. No sooner 
did they reach the auditorium than 
President 
Pierce 
promptly

nounced them and they were escorted 
to the rostrum. When the two emi- 
nent gentlemen reached the rostrum 
the cheering again commenced, lasting 
for some little time. President Pierce 
then said: 


"It pleases and honors me beyond 


measure to present to you a man who 
has done such honorable and eminent 
service for his city, his state and na- 
tion, and who beyond all this deserves 
the earnest love of all who are, with 
him, 
the followers of Jesus Christ— 


Gen. 
Harrison." Again cheering ap- 


plause deafened everyone and at its 
conclusion Mr. Harrison said: 


MR. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OF THE 


COSVKNTION: It was a part of the covenant 
that I should be excused from speaking at this 
time. It is a great pleasure to look Into the 
faces of the earnest young men who are here 
conferring on the Interests of Christianity and 
the work of Improving their fellows. The flrst 
association I was ever president of was the Y. 
M. C. A. of this city, whose oncers at that 
time poiaeised. not to any large extent, the 
zeal and Intelligence which distinguishes 
them to-day. I have watched with Inter- 
eat the association's growth and Influence 
over the decency of the community. I trust 
yon have found your stay In the city pleasant, 
and I am sure we owe you much for the bene- 
fits we have received from your visit. I wish 
you all a happy return to your homes.

'They magnify the 
significance of the flrst clause, call it 
the head, front and origin of the whole 
mischievous plan of home rule, and pro- 
test that it therefore was their duty to 
make against it their strongest fight, 
leaving the subsequent clauses to their 
fate, after a fair amount of discussion. 
Indications are, however, that the ob- 
struction of clause one has been merely 
0, specimen of what may be expected 
with the consideration of each succeed- 
ing clause. 
So far Mr. Glad stone has been heav- 


ily handicapped in his efforts to defeat 
the obstructionists by the admitted in- 
capacity of Mr. Mellor as chairman. 
Mr. Mellor lacks about every qualifies/- 
tion to guide directly to their end the 
proceedings of such an unduly body as 
the committee has become. His utter 
inadequacy to the emergency is all the 
more evident when he is compared 
with his predecessor in the chair, 
Leonard Courtney, 
liberal-unionist. 


Mr. Courtney was prompt, self-con- 
fident and determined. He always 
brought back quickly to his bear- 
ings any member who strayed from 
the straight parliamentary way. Mr. 
Mellor is without initiative: leaves to 
the members the widest latitude and is 
eager for a device whenever compli- 
cated questions arise. Only last week 
he reversed, at Mr. Gladstone's Instance, 
his own ruling, when it was hardly five 
minutes old. If the committee were 
united in an effort to discuss the home 
rule bill honestly and to pass it as 
promptly as consisted with the consid- 
eration, Mr. Mellor might pass muster 
as a chairman, but his amiable, let- 
alone manner of managing a crowd of 
unscrupulous and expert parliamentari- 
ans simply results In chaos. Scenes dis- 
crediting all traditions of the house of 
commons occur nightly and doubtless 
will continue to occur until a compe- 
tent chairman is appointed. Mr. Glad- 
stone is reluctant to depose Mr. Mel- 
lor, who is the prime minister's own 
choice; but the other members of the 
cabinet urge that something be done 
quickly to place the guidance of the 
committee in stronger hands. If no 
other way out can be found, they sug- 
gest Mr. Mellor ought to be raised to 
the peerage.
